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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Bicentennial  of  Prince  Edward 
County 

In  November,  1753,  by  an  act  of  the  C7eneral  Assembly 
of  V^irginia  (which  then  consisted  of  the  Lieutenant  dov- 
ernor,  Council,  and  House  of  Burgesses — \'irginia  at  that 
time  being  under  the  British  crown,  reign  of  George  II) 
the  county  of  Prince  Edward  was  formed,  being  cut  off 
from  the  county  of  Amelia. 

The  preamble  to  the  act  recited  that  whereas  many 
inconveniences  attended  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  of 
Amelia  by  reason  of  their  great  distance 
from  the  Court  House,  the  said  inhabi- 
tants had  petitioned  the  General  As- 
sembly that  the  county  be  divided.  In 
response  to  this  petition,  the  county  of 
Prince  Edward,  so  named  at  that  time, 
constituting  what  was  then  the  western 
part  of  the  county  of  Amelia,  was  cut 
off  and  Prince  Edward  County  estab- 
lished. Those  were  the  horse  and  buggy 
days  when  roads  were  few,  poorly  con- 
structed, and  not  kept  in  the  best  repair. 
On  January  8,  1754,  the  first  court  of 
the  new  county  was  held  at  the  then 
county  seat,  now  known  as  Worsham, 
situated  near  the  center  of  the  county. 
By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  in  1871,  an  enabling  act  was 
passed  providing  for  the  holding  of  an 
election  to  determine  whether  the  Court 
House  should  be  removed  to  Farmville, 
situated  in  the  extreme  northern  bound- 
ary of  the  county.  The  majority  voted 
for  the  removal  and  on  March  26, 
1872,  the  first  court  was  held  in  the 
new  Court  House  in  Farmville;  and 
on  the  same  date  old  Prince  Edward 
Court  House  was  named  Worsham, 
presumably  in  honor  of  a  former  clerk. 
Branch  J.  AVorsham. 

On  January  8,  1954,  Judge  Joel  W.  Flood  presiding 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  bar,  officers  of 
the  court,  and  others  present  that  this  was  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  holding  of  the  first  court  in  the  new 
county  of  Prince  Edward. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  opened  its  doors  in  1776, 
just  22  years  after  the  formation  of  the  county:  its  exist- 
ence, therefore,  in  the  main  parallels  the  life  of  the 
county.   As  is  well  known  bv  all  those  in  any  way  familiar 
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with  the  College,  its  establishment,  as  is  often  proclaimed, 
antedates  the  Declaration  of  Independence  by  six  months. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  and  other 
interested  citizens  feel  that  the  200th  birthday  of  the 
county  should  not  be  passed  by  without  some  worth- 
while recognition.  At  a  meeting  of  a  number  of  citizens 
from  each  magisterial  district,  representatives  of  the  county 
offices,  educational  institutions,  and  numerous  civic  organi- 
zations, the  idea  of  a  celebration  worthy  of  the  occasion 
was  enthusiastically  approved,  and  a  Board  of  Managers 
named   to  perfect  plans  for  the  celebration. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  should  be 
keenly  interested  in  such  a  celebration, 
having  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the 
development  of  the  county  and  furn- 
ished many  men  who  were  active  in 
County  and  State  affairs.  It  may  be 
recalled  that  in  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution, a  company  composed  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney students  marched  to  Wil- 
liamsburg to  defend  that  city  and  the 
College  of  ^Villiam  and  Mary  against 
the  expected  attack  of  the  British;  and 
that  again  in  the  War  Between  the 
States,  the  then  president  of  the  college, 
Dr.  John  M.  P.  Atkinson,  marched 
at  the  head  of  another  company,  com- 
posed of  students,  to  Western  X^irginia 
to  aid  in  the  cause  of  the  Confederacy. 

Among  the  early  distinguished 
alumni  of  the  College  may  be  men- 
tioned William  B.  Giles,  member  of  the 
\'irginia  House  of  Delegates  and  Vir- 
ginia Senate,  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  and  United 
States  Senate  and  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia; (jeorge  M.  Bibb,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  United 
States  Senator;  \Villiam  H.  Harrison, 
]\Iajor  General  of  the  United  States 
Army,  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  President  of  the  United  States ; 
Joseph  C.  Cabell,  co-founder  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia with  Thomas  Jefferson ;  Dr.  John  P.  Mettauer, 
eminent  surgeon,  to  name  only  a  few  of  the  early  sons 
of  the  college. 

The  College  has  trained  many  natives  of  Prince  Edward 
County  and  of  neighboring  counties.  In  fact,  those  who 
come  from  all  parts  of  Virginia  and  other  states,  in  every 
field  of  acti\it\',  business,  or  profession,  have  made  names 
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lor  theiiiselves  in  tlu-  state  and  in  the  nation.  Eminent 
lawyers,  judges,  statesmen,  ministers,  soldiers,  and  educa- 
tors— among  whom  are  the  founders  of  other  institutions 
of  learning — received  their  education  and  inspiration  in 
its  academic  halls  or  on  its  campus. 

Hampden-Sydney,  therefore,  should  have  a  prominent 
place  in  this  bicentennial  celebration  of  Prince  Edwaril 
County. 

Dr.  Charles  Sackett  Sydnor 

In  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Charles  Sackett  Sydnor, 
Dean  of  the  Ciraduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  James 
H.  Duke  Professor  of  History  and  Chairman  of  that  de- 
partment at  Duke  University,  Hampden-Sydney  lost  one 
of  its  most  eminent  educators  and  admired  alumni.  His 
death  occurred  February  27th  at  Biloxi,  Mississippi,  while 
he  was  on  a  lecture  tour. 

Dr.  Sydnor  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  the 
Class  of  '18.  He  then  entered  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
in  1923.  He  returned  to  Hampden-Sydney  as  Professor 
of  History  for  the  years  1923  to  1925.  He  was  Professor 
of  History  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  from  1925 
to  1936,  from  which  place  he  went  to  Duke  University 
as  Professor  of  History  and  in  1952  became  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  Chairman  of 
the  History  Department.    The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
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of  Literature  was  conferred  on  him  by  Washington  and 
Lee  University  and  by  Princeton  l^niversity.  From  David- 
son College  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  He  also 
held  the  Master's  degree  from  O.xford  University.  In 
'950-51  he  held  the  Harold  Vyvyan  Harmsworth  pro- 
fessorship of  American  Histor\'  at  Oxford  l'niversit\', 
tile  onl\'  southern  historian  so  honored,  anil  he  lectured 
in  the  Salzburg  Seminar  of  American  Studies  in  Austria. 
He  also  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  books  pertaining 
to  the  history  of  the  South,  among  them  Slai'ery  in  Missis- 
sif't'i:  A  Cenileman  of  the  Old  Xtilthez  Region:  Benja- 
min L.  (].  U'tiiles;  and  The  Development  of  Southern 
Sectionalism,  His  most  recent  book  is  Gentlemen  Free- 
holders: Political  Practices  in  Washington's  Virginia. 
He  \vas  a  contributor  of  articles  and  reviews  in  a  number 
of  journals,  including  the  Journal  of  Southern  History, 
the  American  Historical  Revieiv,  and  the  Alississippi 
(alley  Historical  Revieic.  He  was  an  outstanding  author- 
ity, particularly  dealing  with  history  in  the  South,  and  in 
1948  was  awarded  the  North  Carolina  Mayflower  Cup 
for  the  best  book  written  in  that  state.  Dr.  Sydnor  was 
\isiting  summer  professor  at  Emory  L^niversity,  Johns 
Hopkins  L^niversity,  Cornell  University,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  Harvard  L^niversity. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Historical  Associa- 
tion, Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Association,  and  the 
Southern  Historical  Association  (of  which  he  was  presi- 
dent in  1939)  ;  of  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  His- 
torical Association  (of  which  he  was  president  in  T949)  ; 
and  a  member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  In  1953  he  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Institute 
of  Early  American  History  and  Culture,  sponsored  b\' 
the  College  of  William  and  Mary  and  Colonial  AVil- 
liamsburg. 

Dr.  Sydnor  was  born  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  July  21, 
1S98,  the  son  of  the  Reverend  Giles  Granville  Sydnor, 
Class  of  "87,  and  of  Evelyn  Sackett  Sydnor;  brother  of 
Giles  Gran\ille  Sydnor,  Jr.,  '22,  and  Dr.  James  R. 
Sydnor,  '33,  Professor  of  Sacred  Music  at  the  General 
Assembly's  Training  School  and  organist  at  Saint  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church,  Richmond,  X'irginia.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Dr.  Sydnor  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  from 
i')i5  to  his  graduation  in  1918.  While  at  College  he  was 
a  member  of  Kappa  Sigma  social  fraternity  and  acti\e 
in  the  life  of  the  College.  There  was  never  a  more  de\()ted 
(H  l(i\.ii  alunuius,  and  he  alwa\s  took  deligiit  in  visits 
to  iiis  -Alma   Mater. 

Dr.  Sydnor  was  proud  of  the  uiii  College  and  cer- 
tainly the  College  felt  great  pride  in  him  and  his  achiexe- 
ments.  He  was  a  man  of  most  pleasing  and  attracti\e 
personality  and  of  conspicuous  modesty.  He  was  only  fift\- 
li\e  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  his  friends  and  admirev> 
iiad  felt  that  he  had  many  more  years  of  usefulness  before 
him — years  in  which  further  attainments  would  add  to 
iiis  already  distinguished  career.

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Dr.  William  Tate  Graham,  '94 

This  distinguished  physician  and  surgeon  died  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  Decemher,  1953, 
at  the  age  of  eighty  after  a  long  period  of  poor  health. 

He  was  a  pioneer  among  southern  orthopedic  surgeons 
and  was  Surgeon  in  Chief  of  the  Crippled  Children's 
Hospital  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  A\as  a  native  of 
Wythe  County,  Virginia,  and  was  born  in  Graham's 
Forge  in  that  county  July  10,  1873,  son  of  the  late  David 
Pierce  Clraham  and  Nannie  Tate  Graham.  In  1890  he 
entered  Hampden-Sydncy  College,  which  has  been  at- 
tended for  generations  h>'  members  of  the  Graham  family. 
He  received  his  medical  degree  in  1S96  at  the  University 
of  \'irginia.  In  1935  Hampden-Sydney  College  conferred 
on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science.  After  practicing 
medicine  for  a  short  time  in  Wytheville,  he  studied  ortho- 
pedic surgery  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  in  hospitals 
abroad.  In  1913  he  opened  an  office  in  Richmond.  He  be- 
came greatly  interested  in  crippled  children  and  in  relieving 
the  sufferings  and  handicaps  of  children  affected  by 
arthritis  and  infantile  paralysis,  and  really  dedicated  his 
life  to  their  service. 

Karly  in  his  career  as  physician  he  was  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Anatomy  under  the  late  Dr.  William  Christian 
at  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  was  Professor  of 
Orthopedic  Surgery  at  the  IVIedical  College  of  Virginia 
until  his  resignation  in  1948.  It  would  seem  to  be  the 
irony  of  fate  that  he  himself  became  a  sufferer  from  arth- 
ritis, a  disease  he  had  done  so  much  to  relieve  in  others. 
]\Iany  of  his  patients,  especially  children,  were  treated 
by  him  without  charge.  As  is  not  uncommon  among 
bachelors,  he  had  a  great  fondness  for  children. 

In  1919,  Dr.  Graham  and  Miss  Nannie  Minor,  a  nurse, 
.set  up  a  clinic  which  grew  into  the  120-hed  Crippled 
Children's  Hospital  on  Rrook  Road.  This  is  a  non-profit 
organization  operated  exclusively  for  crippled  children. 
He  was  also  one  of  its  founders.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  so  remained  for  forty 
years,  and  was  President  of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Having  been  named  president  for  a  period  of 
seven  years,  his  term  would  not  have  expired  until  1957. 
Dr.  Graham  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Orthopedic 
Society,  ^'^irginla  IMedical  Societv,  and  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association.  He  was  consulting  orthopedic  surgeon  In 
orthopedic  cases  for  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio,  Norfolk 
and  Western,  and  Seaboard  Air  Line  railroads. 

Dr.  Graham  was  kindly,  genial,  and  of  a  sympathetic 
luiderstanding.  No  one  was  better  qualified  to  serve  his 
patients  and  inspire  their  confidence. 

In  his  death  the  people  of  Virginia  have  sustained  a 
loss  difficult  to  measure  and  Hampden-Sydney  has  lost 
an  honored  son. 


Of  Time  and  the  Record 

As  a  purveyor  of  iip-to-the-niinute  news  and  opinions, 
this  publication  is  under  a  couple  of  hamlicaps.

For  example,  in  this  issue,  which  is  being  eagerly  read 
(we  hope)  in  the  latter  part  of  April  (we  also  hope), 
one  article  refers  to  an  event  that  took  place  In  the 
earlier  part  of  December. 

One  of  our  worst  experiences  came  a  year  ago  when 
The  Record  copy  was  sent  off  just  before  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  basketball  team  left  for  the  Ma,son-Dixon  tourna- 
ment. Wishing  to  get  something  about  that  in  the  April 
Issue,  we  composed  a  sports  article  which  had  the  Tiger 
team  work  Its  way  into  the  tournament  finals  before 
meeting  defeat.  As  it  turned  out,  the  team  was  elimi- 
nated in  the  first  round,  and  our  whole  stirring  narrative 
liad  to  be  likewise  eliminated  when  the  proof  was  returned. 

Well,  after  all,  a  few  months'  lag  is  of  little  importance. 
The  Record  is  written  for  the  ages!

Clothes  in  the  News  (Again) 

A  February  Issue  of  the  Farmville  Herald  featured  on 
its  front  page  a  picture  of  the  president  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Student  Christian  As.soclation  and  a  fellow  student 
weighing  a  great  mass  of  clothing.  The  clothes,  640 
pounds  of  it,  plus  $2^0  in  cash,  had  been  contributed 
by  the  Hampden-Sydney  student  body  and  community 
to  be  sent  to  Korea  for  needy  Korean  youth. 

Outside  of  the  Ilcrnhl  and  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tiger, 
the  press  took  no  notice  of  this  altruistic  act  involving 
Hampden-Sydney  students.  None  of  the  other  papers 
which  had  been  so  ready  to  publicize  last  fall's  student 
raid  on  a  neighboring  college  (this  involved  clothing, 
too,  but  not  for  Koreans)  carried  a  word  about  It,  nor 
did  the  news  services  which  eagerly  spread  abroad  the 
tidings  of  the  same  raid. 

Not  that  we  are  so  unworldly  as  to  expect  that 
the  public  press  would  or  could  take  notice  of  this  kind 
of  doing.  News,  or  what  we  the  public  want  to  read,  is 
a  peculiar  thing,  and  seldom  deals  with  the  normal. 
Indeed,  it  generally  seems  to  consist  almost  entirely  of 
the  unple,isant.  Witness  the  news  articles  on  the  first 
page  of  any  daily  paper.  It  is  too  bad  the  proportion 
could  not  be  the  other  way.  Perhaps  the  preaching  of 
the  Christian  gospel  was  so  successful  because  it  was  the 
evangel — the  good  news. 

The  intent  of  this  article  is  not  censorious.  There  Is 
enough  bad  around  that  we  should  not  add  our  mite. 
We  merely  started  out  to  gi\e  a  pat  on  the  back  to  the 
Hampden-Sydney  students  and  the  SCA ;  and  to  the 
Farmville  Herald  for  reporting  something  good  about  the 
College.

The  President's  Page 


Dear  Alumnls: 

The  second  semester  began  on  the  first  of  February. 
Nineteen  students  were  added  at  that  time.  Among  them 
were  several  former  Hampden-Sydney  nicn  who  had 
returned  from  the  Service.  The  total  enrollment  for  the 
session  is  now  33f).  Rut  for  the  fact  that  some  were 
dropped,  this  additional  number  would  cause  a  consider- 
able  problem   in   the   vital    matter   of   boarding. 

A  recent  copy  of  the  Jniirnid  nf  Southern  Rtseiircli 
brings  out  this  information  regarding  Hampden-Sydney. 
In  a  listing  of  the  first  thirty-five  institutions  in  the  South 
whose  "science  productivity  index"  is  the  highest  from 
\')2\  to  1934.  I  lampden-S\(lney  ranks  fourth.  For  the 
period  19301-41,  Hanipden-S\(lne\'  ranks  first.  And  in 
the  over-all  rankings  from  1924  to  1941,  the  period  in 
which  the  study  has  been  made  to  date,  Hampden-Sydne\' 
ranks  second.  In  this  second  over-all  study  only  the  first 
thirty-six  institutions  among  the  596  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  South  are  listed.  The  "productivity  index' 
is  defined  "as  the  number  of  scientists  attaining  the  doc- 
toral level  in  a  scientific  field  per  thousand  baccalaureate 
male  graduates." 

After  rating  the  numerical  preponderance  of  the  smaller 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  ranking,  the  article  makes  this 
statement:  "I3ut,  in  spite  of  their  favored  position  in 
producing  top-Ie\el  baccalaureate  graduates  for  profes- 
sional careers  in  science,  the  small  colleges  remain  ///<• 
jorgritleii  Inslitul'inns  when  large  gifts  and  grants  are 
distributed  ....  If  men  of  wealth  would  make  a  careful 
study  of  these  small  colleges,  availing  them.selves  of  ac- 
curate information  already  gathereil  as  to  the  quality  of 
work  they  are  doing,  they  could  invest  their  money 
shrewdly  and  beneficently  in  the  hobby  of  giving." 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  recall  th.it  in 
1 941  Hampden-Sydney  had  25.6%  of  its  alumni  enrolleil 
in   graduate  schools  of  Law,   Medicine,  Theology,  Arts 


and  Sciences — first  in  \'irginia,  first  in  the  South,  and 
eighteenth  in  the  nation.  And  in  1942,  in  the  percentage 
of  its  graduates  recognized  as  scientists,  Hampilen-Sydney 
stood  second  among  the  privately  endowed  colleges  and 
fourth   among  all   the  colleges  in   \'irginia. 

In  a  recent  bulletin  from  the  A.  N.  Marquis  Company 
is  an  arresting  statement  regarding  "^len  ^Vithout  An 
Alma  Mater."  These  are  men.  many  of  whom  are  dis- 
tinguisheil  in  ever\'  line  of  endeavor,  now  without  a 
college.  Their  institutions  (liberal  arts  colleges)  have 
gone  under  for  lack  of  financial  resources — a  great  loss 
especialh'  in  the  fields  of  education  and  ethics.  Fortunately, 
the  article  stresses  the  fact  of  the  aroused  interest  of 
corporations  in  coming  to  the  rescue  of  schools  still  devoted 
to  a  general  education. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  now  a  member  of  the  Association 
of  Independent  Colleges  of  \'irginia.  Already  large  busi- 
ness interests  are  showing  concern  and  some  have  made 
contributions.  It  is  quite  possible  that  real  financial  help 
will  come  to  the  twelve  member  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  not  far  distant  future. 

At  this  writing  there  are  man\  inquiries  concerning 
next  session.  According  to  the  Dean's  Office,  the  prospects 
for  enrollment  are  exceptionally  good.  Under  present 
conditions,  primarily  concerning  board,  we  can  hardl\ 
take  care  of  more  than  325. 

Recently  the  College  was  visited  by  a  committee  of 
the  Synod  of  Virginia.  The  purpose  of  the  committee 
is  to  seek  a  larger  support  for  Hampden-Sydney  and  Mar\ 
Baldwin.  Last  year  Hampden-Sydney  received  from  the 
S\  nod  $19,417.53,  the  largest  amount  in  many  years.  The 
committee  is  a  strong  one.  Four  of  the  members  are 
Hampden-Sydney  men. 

^Ve  are  fortunate  in  our  Commencement  speakers  for 
this  session.  The  sermon  will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Frnest 
Trice  Thompson,  '14,  Professor  of  Church  History  at 
Union  Theological  Senunary,  and  the  address  by  Presi 
dent  Francis  Pendleton  (laines  of  Wa.shington  and  I.ci 
Uni\ersit\-.    'ihe  dates  are  June  6th  and  7th. 

Recent  alumni  meetings  have  been  held  at  Washington 
and  Raleigh.  Our  Fund  on  February  2(Sth  amounts  tn 
$32,037.78  from  949  contributors.  Keep  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  \e,ir  of  the  Fund  runs  from  Jinie  1st  to  May  31st.

Dear  Sir.s: 

The  178th  session  of  the  College  began  on  the  17th 
of  September.  The  enrollment  was  317,  one  less  than 
the  opening  of  last  session.    Nineteen  students  are  enrolled

tor  the  second  semester,  making  the  total  number  for 
the  session  336. 

.  .  .  The  matter  of  enroUment  is  now  one  for  consider- 
ation. Competition  has  never  been  so  keen.  At  the  High 
School  Days  in  Virginia  there  are  representatives  not  only 
from  the  \"irginia  colleges  but  also  from  Harvard.  Yale, 
Princeton,  Michigan  State,  Georgia  Tech,  and  Miami 
University. 

It  has  been  pretty  well  proved  that  Hampden-Sydney, 
as  it  now  is,  can  operate  without  a  deficit  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  at  least  300.  For  this  reason  the  decrease  we 
have  sustained  in  the  last  three  years  is  not  too  serious. 
In  only  one  year  was  there  a  sharp  drop.  That  was 
between  1950-51  and  1951-52  when  the  decrease  was 
from  399  to  342.  The  present  session  is  supposed  to  be 
the  one  in  which  all  enrollments  will  be  at  their  lowest. 

It  is  now  my  conviction  that  Hampden-Sydney  should 
seek  for  an  enrollment  of  350.  The  reasons  for  this 
conclusion  are : 

1.  The  boarding  situation.  Under  the  present  con- 
ilitions  the  College  can  board  only  304  students — 260  at 
the  Commons  and  44  at  the  one  remaining  boarding  house. 
Any  sharp  rise  in  enrollment  would  make  it  essential 
either  to  enlarge  the  Commons,  which  would  be  unwise, 
or  to  arrange  for  at  least  one  additional  boarding  house. 
This  is  now  possible.  Only  in  this  way  could  as  many 
as  350  be  cared  for. 

2.  A  second  reason  for  a  student  body  limited  to  350 
is   the   Faculty   and    Staff.    The    present   one    is   almost 

adequate  for  that  number.  Any  increase  would  necessi- 
tate a  larger  faculty  and  staff,  also  a  much  stiffer  budget 
and  increased  housing. 

3.  A  third  reason  is  the  wisdom  of  a  more  select  student 
body.  It  would  be  far  better  both  for  the  college  and 
the  students  if  greater  care  could  be  taken  in  the  admis- 
sion of  students.  A  better  education  \\ould  be  accom- 
plished— the  purpose  for  which  we  exist.  So,  even  if  the 
expected  upturn  comes  throughout  the  country,  I  belie\e 
it  best  to  limit  the  enrollment  to  350.  It  is  \\iser  to 
strive  for  excellence  than  for  numbers. 

PLANT 

In  the  main,  the  plant  of  the  College  Is  in  very  good 
condition.  The  same  is  true  of  the  grounds.  The  main 
need  is  for  the  second  imit  of  the  gymnasium  and  possibly 
additional  housing. 

FINANCE 

The  ensuing  information  is  not  without  encouragement. 
A  recent  report  from  the  Treasurer's  Office  reveals  this 
fact:  From  July,  1939  to  December,  1953  the  College 
spent  for  improvements  and  enlargements  $749,608.21. 
During  the  same  period  the  sum  of  $923,1 19.27  was  added 
to  the  endowment,  making  a  total  endowment  of  $1,294,- 
627.  From  all  sources  up  to  date  there  has  come  into  the 
College  $1,795,478.92. 

For  the  first  time  there  is  an  indebtness  of  $99,500.00. 
The  only  reason  for  this  is  the  renovation  of  the  two 
dormitories.  While  the  debt  is  to  be  regretted,  the  im- 
provement was  vital  to  the  very  existence  of  the  College. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

One  of  our  present  pressing  problems  is  in  the  matter 
of  Scholarships.  There  are  now  61  in  all ;  but  of  this 
number  only  six  are  of  as  much  value  as  $200.  The  cost 
per  session  is  approximately  $1,100.  It  would  be  of 
great  aid  if  Hampden-Sydney  had  some  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  scholarships  for  Freshmen  of  sufficient  value  to  aid 
worthy  students.  A  recent  gift  of  $10,000  was  for  this 
purpose. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  continues  to  be  a  group  of  able  men. 
It  consists  of  twenty-six  men  including  the  President, 
the  Assistant  Dean,  the  Librarian,  and  the  Athletic 
Director.  There  are  seventeen  fidl  professors,  one  as- 
sociate, two  assistants,  and  two  instructors.  The  hope 
is  earnestly  expressed  that  the  salaries  of  the  faculty  can 
be  increased  for  the  session  of  1954-55. 

The  securing  of  ]\Ir.  James  E.  Kinard  as  Assistant 
Dean  was  a  most  fortunate  selection.  He  is  admirably 
suited  to  Hampden-Sydney.  His  coming  was  especially 
timely  owing  to  the  illne.ss  of  Dean  David  C.  Wilson. 
It  is  good  to  be  able  to  report  that  Dean  Wilson  is 
much  improved  and  is  able  to  resume  some  of  his  duties. 
His  has  been  a  long,  devoted,  and  splendid  service.  By 
virtue  of  additional  effort  on  the  part  of  Professors 
Charles  McRae  and  Graves  Thompson,  the  College  has 
been  able  to  manage  his  work  without  extra  employment. 

CURRICULUM 

There  has  never  been  any  marked  change  in  the  Cur- 
riculum of  the  institution.  For  this  reason,  it  is  reassuring 
to  know  that  more  value  is  placed  on  the  liberal  arts 
than  in  many  years.  Both  by  education  and  industry  a 
general  education  is  considered  to  be  the  best  foundation 
for  any  career.  However,  it  is  highly  important  to  keep 
the  curriculum  under  constant  investigation.  An  active 
committee  is  working  on  this  task. 

ALUMNI 

The  number  of  alumni  is  approximately  4,000.  Of 
this  number  a  little  under  one-fourth  support  the  Fund. 
This  year  up  to  the  present  881  have  contributed  the 
splendid  sum  of  $30,052.78.  I  feel  sure  that  many  of 
those  who  do  not  give  are  genuinelv  interested.  However, 
if  the  right  man  could  be  secured  to  direct  the  alumni 
affairs,  the  annual  amount  would  be  considerably  in- 
creased. Excellent  work  is  being  done  in  the  Alumni 
Office  bv  Mrs.  Marjorie  Cleghorn,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Emmet  Elliott. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  report  that  the 
gift  of  $10,000  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Thomas  was 
due  entirely  to  two  of  our  alumni.  Mr.  Thomas  wrote 
as  follows:  "Because  of  our  friendship  \\ith  and  great 
admiration  of  two  of  the  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  namely,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Littleton  E.  Hub- 
bard of  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  and  Doctor  Frank  John 
of  Stonehurst  Green,  Richmond,  Virginia,  ]\Irs.  Thomas 
and  I  wish  to  make  a  small  contribution  to  your  College." 
I  believe  this  incident  furnishes  a  splendid  illustration  of 
what  many  of  our  alumni  could  do.

Parents  and  Friends  to  Launch 
Loyalty  Drive  in  April 

At  a  nieetiny;  of  the  l".\(x-uti\x'  Committee  ot  the 
Parents  and  Friends  of  Hainp(ien-S\dnc\  College,  held 
at  the  College  on  Fehrnary  5,  it  was  imanimoush'  ami 
enthusiastically  determined  that  parents  and  friends  of 
the  college  should  be  given  the  opportunity  in  the  spring 
of  this  year  to  express  their  appreciation  and  lo>alty  to 
the  College  by  contributing  to  a  fvmd  which  will  be 
ultimately  used  for  scholarships  for  prospective  students. 
The  drive  will  begin  on  April  I,  at  which  time  all  parents 
and  friends  of  classes  since  'S2  will  be  canvassed  by  mail 
and   in  person  by  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee,  meeting  with  the  college 
president  and  treasurer,  learned  that  their  offer  to  help 
in  the  work  of  the  college  would  be  gratefully  received 
and  that  the  area  in  which  there  was  greatest  need  at 
present  was  in  the  matter  of  scholarships  for  students. 
The  liberal  arts  colleges  of  America  are  finding  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  compete  with  state  supported  educa- 
tion, while  at  the  same  time  it  is  widel>'  known  in  educa- 
tional circles  that  the  small  liberal  arts  colleges  are  doing 
a  better  job  of  education.  It  is  imperative,  therefore, 
that  parents  and  friends  of  college  men  rally  to  the  aid 
of  the  liberal  arts  college.  Hampden-Sydney  has  many 
friends,  as  evidenced  by  the  substantial  help  it  received 
in  1046-47  during  the  Million  Dollar  Campaign  from 
those  who  were  not  alumni  of  the  institution. 

We  have  learned  that  the  parents  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity students  have  given  to  the  college  a  sum  of 
$235,000  in  the  past  four  years.  We  have  every  reason 
to  expect  that  parents  and  friends  of  Hampden-S>dney 
College  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to  show  their  appre- 
ciation and  devotion  to  the  college. 

I  he  Executive  Committee  was  particularly  im|iressed 
with  the  knowledge  that  even  when  a  Hampden-Svdncy 
College  student  pays  all  the  catalogue  calls  for,  he  still  has 
paid  for  only  sixty-five  percent  of  the  cost  of  his  education. 
1  his,  it  was  felt,  ought  to  be  known  by  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  College  and  especially  those  who  have 
sons  there. 

Another  item  of  important  business  was  the  setting 
of  a  date  for  the  Parents  Day  to  be  held  on  Wednesday, 
May  "i.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  parents  of  all  students 
will  plan  to  be  at  the  College  on  that  day,  to  enjoy  the 
campus  life  for  a  day,  meet  the  faculty,  participate  in 
Chapel  Worship,  lunch  together,  and,  in  general,  come 
to  know  the  College  better. 

Alumni  who  arc  acquainted  with  those  who  could  be 
potential  friends  of  the  College,  uho  would  receive  in- 
formation on  the  work  of  Parents  and  Friends,  and  who 
would  possibh  support  the  work  of  the  College,  are 
requested  to  submit  their  names  to  Dr.  Edgar  (iammon. 
Alumni  arc  also  encouraged  to  enlist  the  support  of  such 
friends  in  the  coming  financial  effort  and  to  urge  them 
to  send  a  gift  to  the  college  made  payable  to  "I'arents 
and  Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  College."

Phi  Beta  Kappa  Address 
By  President  Moreland 

On  December  (),  1953,  for  the  first  time,  the  annual 
Hampden-Sydne\'  Phi  Heta  Kappa  Da\'  exercises  were 
presented  before  a  convocation  of  the  entire  student  bodv. 
Professor  H.  R.  Overcash,  successor  to  Dr.  Edgar  G. 
Gammon  as  president  of  the  \'irgim'a  Eta  chapter,  pre- 
sided. He  announced  a  cash  prize  would  be  given  each 
year  to  the  junior  with  the  highest  scholastic  average  in 
his  first  two  years.  Mowbray  Allan,  '55,  was  called  to 
the  front  to  receive  this  initial  award. 

The  speaker  of  the  day  was  Dr.  Earl  Moreland,  Presi- 
dent of  Randolph-Macon  College.  The  subject  of  his 
address   was    '"In    Praise   of   Excellence — The   American 

College." 

Said  Dr.  Moreland:  "The  Society  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  persons 
of  superior  ability  and  achievement  in  order  that  they 
might  work  together  toward  the  goals  of  excellence  .... 
Where,  if  not  in  colleges,  will  excellence  in  all  forms 
of  thought  and  action  be  exalted  ?  .  .  . 

"It  is  good  to  think  of  the  American  College  on  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  Day.  ^Vhat  are  its  essential  elements  as  it 
strives   for  excellence?  .   .   . 

"The  foundation,  first  of  all,  must  forever  be  the 
faculty,  the  teaching  process — the  transmission  of  the 
body  of  knowledge  plus  those  who  transmit  that  knowl- 
edge.   In  a  \ery  real  sense,  the  faculty  is  the  college." 

The  central  part  in  the  structure  of  higher  education 
is  the  student — his  total  welfare.  Dr.  Moreland  con- 
tinued. "Truth,  justice,  and  beauty  were  goals  for  the 
(Greeks  in  their  .age  of  creativeness.  Can  college  students 
choo.se  other  than  those  goals  for  themselves  in  our  be- 
lo\ed  countr\'  in  this  hour  of  confusion,  of  need,  and 
opportunitv' ?  Phi  15eta  Kappa  Da\'  emphasizes  anew  that 
excellence  in  student  achie\ement  is  a  w  ortln   enterprise." 

The  crowru'ng  arch,  the  commanding  superstructure. 
Dr.  Moreland  concluded,  is  a  sharpened  intelligence  and 
a  fortified  faith. 

In  the  course  of  his  address.  Dr.  Moreland  cited  the 
inspiring  example  of  Landon  C.  Garland,  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1829  at  Hampden-S\dnev  who  was  elected, 
eight  years  later,  to  the  presidency  of  Randolnh-^Iacon. 
He  eventually  became  president  of  the  I  iii\ersity  of 
Alississippi,  and  in  187s  the  first  Chancellor  of  \'ander- 
bilt  l^niversity.  "As  teacher  and  leader  at  \'anderbilt 
he  became  teacher  and  leader  of  the  South  and  the  nation. 
His  name  was  s\  nonymous  with  all  that  was  excellent 
in  higher  education.  Academic  standards  were  set  for 
Southern  colleges  under  Chancellor  Garland's  wise  and 
scholarly  direction.  In  Irhy's  histor\'  of  RaiidoIph-AIacon, 
the  author  says  he  influenced  for  good  thous.uuls  of  young 
men  'whose  praise  is  in  all  the  churches  and  homes  of 
the  land.'  The  author  affirms  that  'if  \'irginia  ever  gave 
birth  to  a  man  who  did  more  real  ser\ice  to  the  manhood 
of  the  South,  his  name  and  place  would  be  hard  to  find  !'  " 
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1953-54  Enrollment  by  States 

\Vith  the  February  registration  of  new  students,  the 
total  college  enrollment  for  the  current  year  is  336,  an 
increase  of  seven  over  last  year.  At  the  same  time  the 
number  of  out-of-state  students  dropped  from  sixty-three 
to  fifty-two,  or  from  nineteen  to  fifteen  per  cent. 

President  Dabney  S.  Lancaster  of  Longwood  College, 
in  testifying  before  a  legislative  committee,  stated  that 
the  ideal  number  of  college  students  from  other  states 
ranges  from  ten  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  entire 
student  body.  On  this  basis,  Hampden-Sydney  is  running 
about  the  right  proportion.  However,  it  is  to  be  ques- 
tioned whether  the  present  decline  is  to  be  desired.  The 
city  of  Charleston,  West  X'irginia,  for  example,  not  so 
man\'  vears  ago  used  to  send  as  many  students  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  the  entire  state  of  West  \'irginia  does  now.

Mr.  John  W.  Rodgers,  Hampden-Sydney  Postmaster 
for  many  years  and  now  a  resident  of  Kingsville,  has  pre- 
sented the  College  Library  with  an  account  book  cover- 
ing the  years  1 830- 1 836  which  was  kent  by  his  grand- 
father, John  W.  Rodeers,  owner  and  operator  of  a 
large  smithy  at  Kingsville. 

Kingsville  at  the  time  Mr.  Rodgers  operated  his  smithy 
was  a  thriving  village  with  a  church,  at  least  three 
stores,  a  piano  factory,  a  harness  factory,  and  a  number 
of  residences.  The  stage  road  from  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  Milledgeville,  Georgia,  ran  through  the  village.  An- 
other stage  road  branched  off  at  the  northern  end  of 
Prince  Edward  Court  House  (now  Worshani)  and  ran 
on  west  to  Charlotte  Court   House. 

Kings  Tavern,  an  imposing  brick  structure,  stood  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  the  home  of  Dr.  A.  Tyree  Finch 
and  was  a  famous  stopping  place  for  travelers. 

The  smithy  was  located  across  the  street  from  the 
Tavern  near  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  home  of  l\Ir. 
Rodgers.  Smithies  of  that  day  not  only  shod  horses 
and  mules  but  also  manufactured  axles,  tires,  springs, 
bolts,  a.xes,  plows  and  hoes,  nails,  hinges,  etc. 

Dr.  John  P.  Mettauer,  the  famous  physician  and  sur- 
geon, had  an  account  with  the  Rodgers  smithy.  So  did 
President  Jonathan  P.  dishing  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege and  Richard  N.  \'enable  of  Slate  Hill. 

Along  with  the  smithy  ]\fr.  Rodgers  also  ran  a  store. 
In  comparison  with  today,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
prices  of  some  of  the  items  he  carried   in  stock : 

Lemons  .06   each  Coffee  .50   3   lbs. 

Oranges  .08  each  Apple  Brandy  i. 00  gallon 

Apples  .18  dozen  Sugar  .17  pound 

Potatoes  3.50  barrel  Cigars  .25  dozen 

Whiskey  .75  gallon  Candy  .50  pound 

On  ALarch  30,  1836,  a  man  named  John  Tredway 
came  into  the  store  and  made  a  purchase  as  puzzling  as 
it  was  judicious.  Mr.  Rodgers  records  the  transaction 
as  follows:  "One  bottle  of  Perfect  Love — Seventy-five 
cents." 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Room  of  the  College  Library, 
where  this  old  account  book  will  be  preserved,  has  been 
greatly  enriched  by  the  addition  of  this  valuable  record 
of  local  history.  The  College  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Rodgers 
for  his  generous  gift.

Accidental  Alumni  Meeting 
Held  in  Atlanta 

On  February  2^,  the  Church  Extension  Committee  of 
the  (jeneral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  U.  S., 
met  in  Atlanta,  (leorgia,  at  the  North  Avenue  Presby- 
terian Church.  Men  representing  over  80  presbyteries 
from  Mar\  land  to  Texas  were  pre.sent. 

Incidental  to  the  main  order  of  busine.ss  was  the  fact 
that  at  lunch  time  several  Hampden-Sydne\'  College 
alumni  collected  and  held  a  meeting.  Being  Presb\terians 
and  having  as  many  as  three  in  a  group,  it  was  in  order 
to  elect  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer.  Actually 
five  Hampden-Sydney  men  were  at  the  meeting.  D.  Kirk 
Hammond,  '39,  Secretary  of  Church  Extension  in  Potomac 
Presbytery,  J.  Davison  Philips,  '4(1,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Thomasxille,  Georgia,  W.  W. 
\Villiamson,  '40,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Paducah,  Kentucky,  Marion  Topham.  '44,  pastor  of 
Presbyterian  churches  in  Sharon,  South  Carolina,  and 
Robert  Bluford,  Jr.,  '4s.  p.astor  of  the  Western  Boule- 
\ard  Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  made  up  the  group. 

B\gone  days  at  the  college  were  the  main  topic  of 
discu.ssion,  which  was  presided  over  b\  Da\ison  Philips. 
Hoping  to  force  Kirk  Hanunond  into  paying  the  check 
for  lunch,  the  group  elected  him  treasurer  of  the  "in- 
formal chapter  meeting,'    but  without  effect. 

These  men,  along  with  the  other  representati\es  of  the 
churches  of  the  Southern  Assembly,  participated  in  one 
of  the  most  significant  meetings  in  the  history  of  the 
Church  Extension  division  of  the  church's  work,  out  of 
which  extensive  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  developed.

ALUMNI  NEWS 


Brock,  A  Pleasant  Blend 

Under  the  title  above,  a  sketch  of  one  of  Ilampden- 
Sydriey's  distinguished  alumni,  Henry  Irving  Brock,  'g^, 
appeared  in  the  February  issue  of  Times  Talk,  the  breezy 
little  house  paper  of  the  pontifical  New  York  Times. 
Dr.  Brock  comes  of  a  ivell-knoii'n  Ha?npden-Sydney 
family.  His  father,  Henry  Clay  Brock,  was  long-time  pro- 
fessor of  Greek  at  Hampden-Sydney,  was  retired  as  pro- 
fessor emeritus  in  1918,  and  continued  his  residence  here 
until  his  death  in  ig28.  His  brother  is  the  editor  of  The 
Record,  and  his  sisters.  Miss  Delia  Brock  and  Mrs.  H.  C. 
Thornton,  also  live  on  the  Hill. 

Excerpts  frotn  the  article  in  Times  Talk  appear  below. 
The  occasion  ivas  Dr.   Brock's  completion   of  thirty-five 
consecutive  years  on  the  New  York  Times  March  j. 
t-  ^  ^ 

We  begin  with  a  few  vital  statistics :  Reporter,  Chatta- 
nooga Times,  one  year ;  reporter,  exchange  and  foreign 
editor,  New  York  Times,  eleven  years ;  magazine  editor, 
New  York  Evening  Post  (then  a  gentleman's  newspaper), 
five  years;  New  York  Times,  thirty-five  running  years 
in  various  billets,  including  assistant  Sunday  editor.  The 
tally  is  fifty-two  years  in  the  newspaper  game,  forty-six 
on  the  Times,  a  good  innings,  as  a  Britisher  would  put  it. 

In  fifty-two  years  one  learns  a  lot  and,  fortiuiately, 
forgets  much  more.  One  thing  H.  I.  B.  has  not  forgotten : 
that  he  is  a  son  of  Virginia.  Everyone  knows  that  the 
Virginians  are  a  proud  people,  yet  so  tolerant  that  they 
have  no  qualms  when  adopted  by  lesser  states.  Brock 
is  a  satisfactory  blend  of  Virginia  and  New  York.   Double 
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allegiance  works  well  in  his  case.  In  New  York,  he  is  a 
digit  among  the  eight  million,  an  unconsidered  trifle 
except  to  his  friends ;  in  Virginia  he  is  a  Somebody,  widely 
known  around  the  countryside.  He  is  Squire  Brock  of 
Bleak  Hill,  not  far  from  Fredericksburg. 

*  *  * 

H.  I.  B.  came  upon  the  Virginia  scene  on  August  4, 
1876,  at  Amherst.  Hampden-Sydney  gave  him  his  B.A. 
in  1895,  his  M.A.  the  following  year  and  sent  him  out  as 
a  teacher.  He  taught  at  prep  schools  in  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  for  three  years,  got  the  newspaper  bug  and 
joined  the  Chattanooga  Times.  If  memory  serves,  he 
asked  Mr.  Ochs  to  give  him  a  tryout  on  the  New  York 
Times.  Mr.  Ochs,  always  on  the  lookout  for  young  blood, 
obliged.  And  so  H.  I.  B.  came  to  New  York,  back  in 
1900.  The  twentieth  century,  the  skyscraper  and  Brock 
virtually  arrived  together. 

New  York  was  then  a  newspaper  town  and  Park  Row 
its  news  citadel.  The  Times,  at  No.  41,  had  a  dozen  near 
neighbors.  But  New  York  was  something  more.  It  was 
cobble  stones,  hor.se  cars,  hansom  cabs,  gas  lamps,  organ 
grinders,  boarding  houses  and  the  fifty-cent  table  d'hote 
with  wine,  served  on  a  greasy  cloth.  It  was  the  town  of 
the  Frohmans,  Ada  Rehan,  John  Drew,  Sothern  and 
Marlow,  Lillian  Russell,  Weber  and  Fields,  the  cham- 
pagne salesman  and  the  Stage-Door  Johnny.  A  good  town 
for  a  budding  reporter. 

As  befitted  an  authentic  member  of  the  Park  Row  clan, 
H.  I.  B.  bought  a  walking  stick — cane  to  you.  With  this 
he  explored  New  York.  He  trod  the  by-ways,  sampled 
the  eating  spots,  rode  the  Central  Park  bridle  paths  and 
lined  up  with  railbirds  at  the  Horse  Show  in  the  old 
Garden  in  the  days  of  Fatty  Bates,  hackney  stallions  and 
the  four-in-hand.  The  peaimt  gallery  also  lured  him;  up 
there  for  two  bits  you  could  see  the  best  stage  show  in  town. 

All  this  was  grist  for  the  mill.  Brock's  envelopes  in 
the  morgue  are  packed  with  New  York  stories,  bits  of 
local  history,  essays  on  metropolitan  architecture,  tales 
of  the  theatre,  tales  of  horses  and  more  horses.  And  there 
is  his  book,  "New  York  Is  Like  This,''  illustrated  by 
Joe  ( lolinkin,  a  New  Yorker  born  in  Chicago,  of  all  places, 
and  now  an  ornament  of  the  L^nited  States  Navy. 

In  one  respect  Brock  differs  sharply  from  his  fellow 
New  'Workers.  He  has  lived  at  776  Lexington  Avenue 
for  nearly  forty  years,  a  noteworthy  achievement.  There 
are  probably  two  reasons  why  Brock  has  not  moved  to 
different  quarters.  One  is  that  he  had  grown  fond  of  his 
apartment,  the  other  is  his  books.  A  dozen  Times  delivery 
trucks  would  be  needed  to  cart  his  library.  Recently 
Brock  suffered  a  tragic  loss.  His  venerable  walking  stick 
suddenly  disappeared.  There  is  still  hope  for  its  recovery. 
It  may  be  found  under  a  pyramid  of  books. 

*  *  * 

To  colleagues  of  the  Sunday  department  H.  I.  B.  is 
Captain.  He  was  a  bit  too  mature  to  fly  crates  in  World 
War  I,  but  the  Air  Force  turned  him  into  a  useful  recruit- 
ing officer.  He  is  not  only  Captain  Brock  but  Dr.  Brock, 
honorary  Litt.D.  of  Hampden-Sydney.  It  is  comforting 
to  know  that  laws  and  learning  are  not  the  sole  concern 
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ot  Litt.D.'s,  that  the.\  also  pursue  the  li^'litt-r  tauscs. 
l\.  I.  B.,  an  ardent  Savoyard,  is  as  well  versed  in  (  lilbert 
and  Sidlivan  as  his  erudite  friend,  Don  Thomas  Ibarra 
Russell,  and  he  has  also  explored  the  profundities  of  the 
linieriek,  "the  whetstone  upon  which  scholars  have  sharp- 
ened the  knives  of  their  wit  and  made  learning  accomplice 
before  the  fact."  The  quotes  are  from  "The  Little  Hook 
of   Limericks"   dedicated   to   Lester   Markel. 

So  ends   this  chapter.     More   to  come   when    11.    1.    B. 
scores  a  half-century  on  the  Times.

Dr.  Crowe  New  Belhaven 
President 

The  Reverend  Dr.  R.  McFerran  C^rowe,  'jj,  has 
accepted  a  call  to  the  presidency  of  Belhaven  College 
in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  He  will  take  over  his  new  duties 
on  July  I  after  spending  three  months  visiting  other  col- 
leges and  consulting  education  leaders.  The  new  president 
succeeds  Dr.  Guy  T.  Gillespie,  who  has  headed  the  col- 
lege since  1921  and  whose  retirement  was  announced  last 
year. 

.Althoufrh  his  acceptance  was  not  conditioned  on  the 
change,  the  new  president  did  not  accept  the  new  post 
until  after  the  Synod  of  Mi.ssissippi  voted  to  change  the 
charter  of  the  college  so  .is  to  make  it  a  co-educational 
institution  as  he  had  requested. 

A  called  meeting  of  the  s>  nod  was  held  in  mid-February 
and  over  some  opposition  the  step  was  taken.  At  the 
present  time  Mississippi  is  one  of  the  controlling  synods 
of  Southwestern  at  Memphis  and  this  step  will  give 
the  synod  two  co-educational  institutions. 

Since  1950  Dr.  Crowe  has  been  pastor  of  the  North 
A\enue  Presbyterian  Church  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  coming 
there  from  the  Central  Church  in  Oklahoma  City.  During 
World  War  11  he  was  a  chaplain  in  the  armed  services.  A 
native  of  Abingdon,  X'irginia,  Dr.  Crowe  grew  up  in 
Memphis  and  St.  Louis.  After  graduation  at  Hampden- 
Sydne\-,  he  attended  Union  Seminary.  Earlier  pastorates 
were  at  Hillsville,  \'irginia,  and  the  Prytania  Street 
Presbyterian  Church,  New  Orleans.  He  was  awarded 
a  D.D.  degree  from  King  College. 

In  commenting  on  his  acceptance.  Dr.  Crowe  expressed 
his  belief  "that  the  future  of  Belhaven  is  a  very  bright 
one.  I  know  that  it  \\'\\\  stand  for  all  that  is  best  in 
Presbyterianism — educationally,  doctrinally,  and  ecclesi- 
astically." He  said  he  was  glad  the  charter  change  was 
made  because  of  his  interest  in  co-education.  "I  am 
happy  to  be  preparing  to  teach  bo>s  and  girls.  But  1 
am  particularly  interested  in  having  something  to  do  vv  ith 
the  education  of  men." 

Belhaven  is  one  of  the  man\  colleges  founded  bv  men 
identified  with  Hampden-Svdney.  It  was  chartered  in 
191  I  as  Belhaven  Collegiate  and  Industrial  Institute, 
and  later  .as  Belhaven  College.  Its  first  president  was 
the  Reverend  R.  \'.  Lancaster,  .'\.B.,  Hampden-Sydney, 
class  of  1884,  who  served  from  1913  to  1916.  The  college 
grew  out  of  a  private  school  for  women  which  was 
founded  in  1894.  In  1939  it  wjis  merged  with  Mississippi 
Synodical    College,    which    began    in     1SK3    as    a    private 


school  for  girls  at  Holl)  Springs,  Mi.ssissippi.  , 

Again,  Hampden-Sydney  can  be  justly  proud  of  one 
of  its  alumni,  and  of  the  contribution  he  will  make  to 
the  education  of  youth.

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Dr.  Brumfield,  '34,  Heads 
Research 

Dr.  Robert  T.  Brumfield,  '34,  professor  of  Biology 
at  Longwood  College,  has  been  named  principal  investi- 
gator of  a  research  project  on  the  protection  of  living  cells 
from  the  effects  of  radiation.  The  project  has  been 
established  at  Longwood  College  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 

During  the  past  four  summers  Dr.  Brumfield  has  been 
studying  the  biological  effects  of  radiations  and  chemical 
treatments  on  cells  of  timothy  roots  at  Oak  Ridge, 
Tennessee.  He  developed  a  photographic  technique  by 
which  it  is  possible  to  study  the  division  and  elongation 
of  individual  surface  cells  in  the  living  roots  of  small 
seeded  grasses.  By  photographing  the  tips  of  timothy  roots 
at  half  hour  intervals  over  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours, 
the  effects  of  the  radiations  and  chemicals  can  be  deter- 
mined by  comparison  to  the  normal  growth  of  the  root 
tips.  Each  experiment  requires  three  hundred  inili\idual 
measurements  of  cells  and  some  as  many  as  one  hundred 
and  fifty  separate  photographs. 

The  October,  1953,  issue  of  the  A iiu-ricnn  Journal  of 
Botatiy  published  a  paper  written  by  Dr.  Brumfield  on 
the  results  of  his  experiments  dealing  wtih  a  specific 
dosage  of  ultra-violet  radiation  on  timothy  roots.  These 
experiments  have  contributed  valuable  information  on  the 
way  ultra-violet  radiation  inhibits  the  division  of  cells  in 
timothy  roots.  The  new  research  project  will  include  a 
search  for  a  compound  that  will  permit  the  cells  to 
divide  normally  even  though  exposed  to  ultra-violet  radia- 
tion. It  is  expected  that  the  project  will  be  completed 
in  three  vears. 


Unusual  Honor  Paid 
Coach  Crisp 

The  J/itmtjry  issue  of  The  Rattle  of  Theta  Chi 
carried  the  foUouiny  interesting  article  about  Henry 
Gorham  Crisp,  ' ig: 

It  was  Hank  Crisp  Day  at  the  University  of  Alabama, 
October  9,  as  football  fans,  athletes,  faculty,  officials, 
coaches,  and  citizens  paid  tribute  to  a  Hampden-Sydney 
Theta  Chi  who  had  not  let  the  fact  that  he  had  only 
one  arm  prevent  him  from  becoming  an  outstanding 
athletic  coach.  He  is  a  veteran  Alabama  coach,  for  he 
joined  the  staff  there  in  1921.  As  the  university  book  of 
football  information  states,  "Thirty-two  years  of  coach- 
ing have  not  diminished  Coach  Hank's  enthusiasm  and 
will  to  win.  His  imtiring  efforts  and  recognized  abilities 
have  won  him  a  national  name  in  the  past  three  decades." 

The  executive  editor  of  the  Tuscaloosa  (Ala.)  News 
gave  this  account  of  the  celebration  of  Coach  Hank's 
Day:  "From  men  who  know  about  him  best  came  words 
of  praise  for  his  long  service  to  the  University  of  Alabama, 
a  new  Pontiac  automobile,  and  an  undisclosed  amount 
of  government  bonds  as  veteran  Coach  Henry  Gorham 
Crisp  was  honored  Saturday  between  halves  of  the  Ala- 
bama-Tulsa  game.  John  Caddell,  Alumni  Association 
president,  made  the  presentation  in  behalf  of  the  Tide  A. 


Club  that  launched  the  campaign,  and  scores  of  Coach 
Crisp's  friends.  More  than  five  hundred  persons  partici- 
pated in  the  program. 

"Alabama's  great  teams  of  the  past  could  not  have  ac- 
complished their  feats  without  the  help  of  Coach  Crisp 
and  his  spirit,  Caddell  said.  'There  is  not  a  man  living 
who  has  done  more  in  building  character  of  the  youth 
of  Alabama  and  the  nation  than  Coach  Hank,'  he  added.

General  Bell,  who  has  been  Commanding  Officer  at 
Picatinny  Arsenal  since  July  I,  1953,  has  long  taken  a 
leading  part  in  Ordnance  research  and  development  activi- 
ties and  prior  to  being  assigned  to  Picatinn\  Arsenal  was 
Chief  of  the  Ammimition  Branch,  Research  and  Develop- 
ment Division,  of  the  Office,  Chief  of  Ordnance.  Before 
that,  he  was  attached  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
for  three  years,  working  on  military  applications  of  atomic 
energy. 

During  \Vorld  War  II,  (Jeneral  Bell  spent  15  months 
in  the  India-Burma  theater  as  Theater  Ordnance  Officer, 
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and  also  was  responsible  for  buildiiij;  of  numerous  small 
arms  plants  throughout  the  country  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  war.  In  1042  and  1943  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Ordnance  Department  Hoard  and  has  had  assignments 
in  the  Ammunition  liranch.  Industrial  Division,  and  also 
in  the  Ammunition  Division  of  the  Industrial  Service, 
both  in  the  Office,  Chief  of  Ordnance. 

General  Bell  was  born  in  Norfolk,  ^'irginia.  on  June 
5,  1904,  but  moved  with  his  family  to  Richmond,  X'irginia, 
while  a  child.  He  attended  grade  schools  in  Richmond 
and  John  Marshall  High  School,  and  spent  one  year  at 
Hampden-Sydney  before  entering  the  L^nited  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  at  West  Point,  from  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  1929  with  a  B.S.  degree. 

General  Bell  received  the  Legion  of  Merit  for  his  work 
in  small  arms  ammimition  production  during  the  ^Var; 
the  Bronze  Star  for  expediting  supplies  to  China ;  and 
the  Army  Commendation  Ribbon  for  his  work  in  disposal 
of  munitions  in  the  India-Burma  theater.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  American  Ordnance  Association  and  the  Army  and 
Navy  Club  of  Washington.  General  l^ell  is  an  ardent 
sportsman  and  while  a  student  at  West  Point  was  a 
noted  gymnast.  In  recent  years  his  principal  sports  have 
been  golf  and  shooting.  He  owns  a  farm  at  Hume,  Vir- 
ginia, and  on  retirement  plans  to  live  there  and  raise 
cattle. 

General  Bell  married  Miss  Senta  Rietzel,  of  Brooklyn, 
on  August  10,  1929,  and  has  two  daughters:  Mrs.  C.  R. 
McKver,  of  Rockville,  Mar\land,  and  Miss  ^lary  Eliza- 
beth Bell,  who  resides  at  Picatinny  and  is  currently  at- 
tending St.  Agnes  School  for  Girls  in  Alexandria,  Vir- 
ginia. He  also  has  two  grandchildren — Morna  McEver 
and  Meredith  McEver.  General  Bell's  parents  reside 
at  Macon,  Georgia. 


Robert  B.  Hudson,  '28, 
Accepts  New  Position 

Professor  Robert  B.  Hudson,  '28,  has  accepted  a  posi- 
tion as  program  director  at  the  Educational  Television 
Center,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.  The  Center  is  financed 
by  the  Ford  Foundation.  Professor  Hudson  had  been  on 
a  six-months  leave  of  absence  from  his  work  as  director 
of  broadcasting  at  the  University  of  Illinois  prior  to 
his  decision  to  accept  this  new  position. 

Professor  Hudson  has  been  active  in  the  development 
of  educational  television  and  radio.  He  was  on  half-time 
leave  of  absence  from  the  University  in  1951-52  as  a 
consultant  in  mass  communications  for  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion's Institute  for  Adult  Education,  and  was  on  a  quarter- 
time  leave  on  the  same  assignment  last  year.  He  was  one 
of  the  tiiree  United  States  tclc\ision  experts  uho  attended 
the  first  international  meeting  on  television,  organized  by 
UNESCO  and  held  in  Paris  in  April,  1952.

During  World  War  II,  Profes.sor  Hudson  saw  service 
as  a  radio  consultant  in  the  Office  of  War  Information.

"I  was  visiting  at  the  home  of  his  [Dr.  Mettauer's] 
widow  (his  fourth  wife)  during  the  fall  of  1892,  my 
sophomore  year. 

"Mrs.  Mettauer  had  two  oil  paintings  of  Dr.  Mettauer, 
who  was  the  founder  of  Medical  College  of  \'irginia. 
She  called  my  attention  to  the  fact,  what  I  did  not  know 
heretofore,  that  Dr.  Mettauer  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Philanthropic  Society  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
and  told  me  that  she  would  give  one  of  these  paintings  to 
the  society  through  me  if  I  desired.  Of  course,  I  greatly 
appreciated  the  gift  and  so  informed  her. 

"I  carried  the  painting  home  and  that  night  took  it 
up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Philanthropic  Society. 
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"At  a  later  meeting,  shortly  held,  I  asked  Dr.  C.  W. 
Sonierville,  Professor  of  Latin  and  German,  to  present 
it  in  the  name  of  Mrs.  Mettauer. 

"I  believe  this  is  the  only  original  painting  from  life 
that  is  in  existence.  Mrs.  Mettauer  explained  to  me  that 
she  still  had  one  for  herself,  another  was  had  by  Mrs. 
Wyatt  Crute  of  Cumberland  County.  Some  years  later  the 
Mettauer  residence  burned  and  along  with  it,  the  painting, 
and  Mrs.  Crute's  residence  later  was  also  destroyed  by 
lire,  and  the  painting  of  Dr.  Mettauer  that  she  had  was 
also  burned. 

"Mrs.  Crute  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Mettauer  and 
his  last  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  (Pinkie)  Mettauer,  nee  Dyson, 
of  Nottoway.  So  I  feel  sure  the  painting  Mrs.  Mettauer 
gave  the  Philanthropic  Society  through  me  is  the  only 
one  preserved  of  his  original  portraits.  This  was  hung 
on  the  walls  of  the  Philanthropic  Society  and  is  now  placed 
somewhere  in  the  Mcllwaine  Building.  [Now  in  the 
College  Library — Ed.] 

"The  old  Mettauer  residence  and  the  Medical  College 
were  situated  between  Kingsville  and  Worsham,  not  quite 
half  a  mile  south  of  Kingsville  near  Tan  Yard  Branch.'' 

Dr.  John  Peter  Mettauer  was  a  member  of  the  class  of 
iSii  and,  as  is  generally  known  in  the  medical  profession, 
one  of  the  most  eminent  surgeons  this  country  has  pro- 
duced. He  performed  most  unusual  and  skillful  opera- 
tions and  was  the  inventor  of  surgical  instruments  which 
with  certain  perfections  are  still  used  today.        o  -^ 

Honorable  Samuel  D.  Rodgers  represented  the  City 
of  Petersburg  in  the  House  of  Delegates  from  1932  until 
he  voluntarily  retired  in  1948.  He  is  a  native  of  Prince 
Edward  and  lived  at  Kingsville,  walking  to  and  from  his 
home  to  College.  Mr.  Rodgers  engaged  in  newspaper 
work,  is  the  author  of  a  number  of  historical  papers,  active 
in  the  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans,  and  served  on  the 
staff  of  General  Homer  Atkinson,  Commander-in-Chief 
of  LTnited  Confederate  Veterans  with  the^rank  of  Briga- 
dier C  jeneral. 
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BOOKS  BY  ALUMNI 

THE  WOODMONT  STOR^',  by  Henry  P.  Bridges, 
'00;  A.  S.  Barnes  and  Company,  N.  Y.,  1953;  xii, 
209  pp.;  $10. 

This  is  the  story  of  LTtopia  in  Maryland,  and  of  the 
man  who  has  built  the  Woodmont  Rod  and  Gun  Club 
into  a  sportsman's  paradise.  Mr.  Bridges  has  been  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  Club  for  the  past  forty-five  years. 
The  book,  large  and  handsome,  is  written  \\  ith  knowledge 
and  humor,  and  will  be  of  considerable  interest  to  hunter 
and  non-hunter  alike. 

Six  presidents  of  the  LTnited  States,  Babe  Ruth,  Amos 
and  Andy,  and  scores  of  other  celebrities  have  hunted  in 
the  club's  preserves  and  appear  in  many  an  anecdote  and 
photograph.  One  of  the  most  engaging  characters  is  the 
impudent  gobbler  who  got  Frank  Heller. 

While  ]\Ir.  Bridges  spent  only  two  years  (1896-98)  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  those  years  may  have  had  an 
important  influence  on  his  life,  for  it  was  while  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, he  reveals,  that  he  became  acquainted  with 


the  Venable  family.  Because  of  this  acquaintanceship, 
when  he  had  gone  to  Baltimore  to  begin  the  practice  of 
law,  he  went  to  see  Major  Richard  Venable,  class  of  1857, 
a  senior  member  of  the  prominent  law  firm  of  Venable, 
Beatjer,  and  Howard,  with  a  request  that  he  be  taken 
into  his  office. 

"The  old  man's  answer  was  emphatic  and  startling. 

"'No!'  he  bellowed.  He  wagged  a  huge  forefinger 
ominously  under  my  nose.  '\Vhy,'  he  barked,  "I  wouldn't 
take  my  own  nephew,  Henry  Venable  ['92],  into  the  firm! 
I  told  him  to  go  to  Norfolk  to  start  a  practice  there!'  " 

In  short,  the  IVLijor's  advice  to  the  young  Bridges  was 
to  start  on  his  own,  to  furnish  his  office  with  good  furni- 
ture, and  connect  himself  with  corporations.  Though 
buying  the  good  furniture  nearly  bankrupted  the  embryo 
lawyer  in  the  first  month,  the  rest  of  the  advice  proved  to 
be  sound  and  he  went  on  to  a  prosperous  career. 

CHARLOTTE  BROWN :  A  MOTHER  IN  CHINA, 
by  Frank  A.  Brown,  '01;  1953;  lOO  pp.;  $1.50.

La. 

This  is  a  story  of  the  work  of  Dr.  Brown's  wife,  Char- 
lotte Thompson  Brown,  missionary  in  China  from  1909 
to  1949.  It  gives  an  intimate  picture  of  the  missionary's 
home  life,  with  its  adventure,  its  humor,  and  its  tragedy. 

Dr.  Edward  D.  Grant,  former  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  LTnited  States,  in  the  foreword  to  the  book 
has  this  to  say:  "Seldom  have  I  read  a  story  more  moving 
or  more  fascinating  than  the  one  these  pages  unfold.  This 
is  the  saga  of  one  missionary  family  which  in  a  peculiar 
sense  personifies  all.

Sonic  titles  taken  at  random:  "Mille  Nox  Oculos 
Habet,"  "Me  loanetta  Basiavit"  ("Jenny  Kissed  Me"), 
Stevenson's  "Requiem,"  and  "Medio  Cursu"  (Ogden

There  is  no  one,  I  feel  sure,  who  holds  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  the  many  facets,  both  human  and  otherwise, 
which  go  to  making  it  what  it  is  in  higher  esteem  than 
1  do.  This  letter  results  from  that  intense  feeling  of 
pride  for  our  institution.  Were  it  not  so  I  should  not 
bother  to  write. 

^  our  editorial  on  "Segregation  in  the  Public  Schools" 
was  very  disturbing.  Editorials  are  personal  opinions; 
but  if  I  am  correct,  they  reflect  the  attitudes  of  the  whole. 
Hampden-S\dne\',  rightfully,  prides  itself  upon  its  good- 
ness, its  religious  foundations.  It  seems  that  we  might, 
advantageously,  apply  some  of  our  basic  principles  here 
and  attempt  to  further  rather  than  hinder  the  rights  of 
our  fellow  men  born,  of  God,  with  dark  skins. 

The  editorial  states  that  "if  segregation  is  abolished, 
it  will  have  a  serious  and  profound  effect  on  the  entire 
South."  How  I  wish  that  each  who  feels  thus  might 
spend  a  time  here  in  Hawaii  where  there  is  a  complete 
absence  of  any  racial  bias.  Recently  there  came  to  our 
islands  a  Nobel  Prize  AViiiner  (I  do  not  recall  his  name) 
for  a  short  visit.  He  remarked  that  if  one  were  to  spend 
a  month  in  Hawaii  there  would  no  longer  be  any  racial 
prejudice.  It  is  a  joy  to  observe.  The  future  goodness  of 
.Mankind  becomes  much  more  apparent;  if  all  can  live 
together  amicably  here,  it  can  surely  be  done  on  a  world- 
wide .scale.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that  Cauca- 
sians are  in  the  minority  here  as  they  are  in  the  South  .... 

Mahalo  nui  loa  (thanks  very  big)  for  the  regular 
appearance  of  The  Record.  It  is  awaited  with  anticipa- 
tion. I  am  most  happy  to  hear  that  Dr.  \Vilson  is  much 
better.

We  believe 
that  Petersburg  stands  second  to  no  other  city  of  com- 
parable size  in  this  significant  fact — in  the  last  three- 
year  period,  the  citv  operated  within  its  budget  and  with 
a  surplus  of  $600,000." 

The  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Reynard  Arehart  have  returned 
to  the  mission  field  in  Brazil  after  a  year's  furlough  in  this 
country.  Part  of  the  year  was  spent  at  Mr.  Arehart's  home 
in  Frankfort,  West  Virginia.

Miss  Wheeler, 
who  was  professor  of  speech  and  dramatics  at  Longwood 
College,  conceived  the  idea  a  number  of  years  ago  of  com- 
bining certain  performances  of  the  dramatic  club  of  Longwood 
College  and  that  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  She,  therefore, 
trained  both  clubs  with  the  result  that  plays  were  produced 
high  in  order  for  amateur  performers. 

Miss  Wheeler  was  for  several  summers  Director  of  Pub- 
licity for  the  Nni'  York  Herald-Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund. 
Later  she  conducted  a  camp  for  underprivileged  children  at 
Bear  Mountain.  New  York,  still  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Hcrald-Trihunc. 

She  came  to  Farmville  first  in  1911  as  Head  of  the  Dramatic 
Department,  and  remained  on  the  faculty  until  her  retirement 
in  1949.  She  left  this  school  briefly  in'  1917  and  1918  while 
with  the  Red  Cross  in  France.  She  left  again  in  1921  and 
served  with  the  YWCA  in  Panama  and  China.  The  summer 
of  1925  found  her  engaged  in  newspaper  work  at  Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

She  also  for  a  time  was  State  Chairman  of  the  literature 
department  of  the  Virginia  Federation  of  Woman's  Clubs, 
and  Chairman  of  the  same  department  of  the  Farmville 
Woman's  Club  for  25  years.  She  pioneered  the  establishment 
of  high  school  dramatic  clubs  across  the  State. 

She  held  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Smith  College,  studied 
speech  and  dramatics  at  Emerson  College,  and  received  her 
Master's  degree  from  Columbia  University.

years — first  being  in  charge  of  the  College  Club  and  then  assist- 
ing Miss  Minnie  Lacy  in  the  conduct  of  her  private  boarding 
house  for  students.  After  Miss  Lacy's  death  on  December  28, 
1952,  Mrs.  Watkins,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  college 
authorities,  continued  its  operation  until  the  end  of  that  session  : 
she  then,  to  the  regret  of  her  Hampden-Sydney  friends,  re- 
moved to  Farmville,  occupying  an  apartment  on  Beech  Street 
where  she  resided  at  the  time  of  her  death,  \^'hen  she  came 
to  Farmville,  she  had  only  a  limited  acquaintance  there,  but 
in  the  shortest  space  of  time  her  winning  personality  and  re- 
freshing spirit  drew  to  her  many  friends.  She  was  popular 
wherever   she   lived. 

Though  Mrs.  Watkins  had  passed  the  Biblical  period  of  three 
score  years  and  ten,  she  never  lost  her  youthful  outlook  on 
life ;  while  cherishing  the  past,  she  lived  very  much  in  the 
present  and  looked  forward  to  the  future.  She  enjoyed  the 
society  of  young  people  and  had  many  friends  and  admirers 
among  them.  Cheerful,  sprightly,  quick  and  ready  in  repartee 
and  with  great  charm  of  manner,  she  was  always  a  stimulating 
influence.  The  knowledge  of  her  passing  will  bring  sadness 
to  the  many  students  who  sat  at  her  table  during  the  years 
she  was  associated  with  Miss  Minnie  Lacy  in  the  operation 
of  the  boarding  house.  No  household  ever  had  more  gracious 
hostesses  than  Miss  Minnie  Lacy  and  Mrs.  Watkins  and  no 
ladies  ever  meant  more  to  a  community   than  did   these   two.

He  was  president  pro  tempore  and  ranking  member  of  the 
Senate  when  he  resigned  on  August  13th  last  by  reason  of 
pressing  business  and  ill  health.  His  son,  Charles  C.  Vaden, 
graduated  in  the  Class  of  1949.  In  the  death  of  Senator  Vaden 
the  State  has  sustained  a  heavy  loss.  No  man  in  Virginia  was 
more  highly  regarded  and  his  gracious  personality  drew  to  him 
a  host  of  friends.  His  counsel  was  often  sought  and  his 
judgment  confidently  relied  on. 

LACY.  Ernest  C.  Lacy,  '10,  a  prominent  and  influential 
citizen  of  Halifax  County  who  had  been  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  that  county  since  April.  1Q21,  died  at  the  age  of  65 
on  January  2nd  after  a  long  illness.  He  was  first  appointed 
Clerk  to  succeed  his  father,  the  late  Senator  James  T.  Lacy, 
upon  his  resignation  because  of   ill  health. 

Ernest  Lacy  was  in  the  same  class  with  his  brother,  James  T. 
Lacy,  Jr.,  and  they  will  both  be  remembered  as  having  played 
on  the  Hampden-Sydney  baseball  team — one  at  shortstop 
and  the  other  at  second  base. 

He  served  in  World  War  I  in  the  U.  S.  Na\T.  being 
attached  to  a  British  Bomber  group  in  Northern  France. 
He  was  a  member  of  Beth  Carr  Baptist  Church  and  active 
in  its  aflfairs,  serving  as  deacon  and  for  many  years  treasurer. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Halifax  Masonic  Lodge  and 
several  civic  organizations. 

Besides  being  Clerk  of  the  Court  for  32  years,  he  was 
active  in  business,  in  civic  and  in  political  atTairs.  He  was 
President  of  the  Bank  of  Halifax  and  a  member  from  the 
Fifth  Congressional  District  Democratic  Executive  Committee, 
and  it  was  commonly  said  that  if  he  had  so  desired  he  could 
have  gone  far  in  the  political  world  and  that  he  would  have 
graced  any  office  to  which  he  might  have  been  chosen.  He 
preferred,  however,  to  remain  in  his  native  county  among  his 
own  people  where  he  felt  he  could  better  serve. 

He  was  a  man  of  attractive  personality  and  quiet  dignity 
and  had  the  confidence  of  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  by 
nature  a  leader :  his  modesty,  however,  was  such  that  he 
never  knew  how  great  was  his  influence,  always  for  good. 
He  bore  with  fortitude  the  ill  health  which  beset  him  during 
the  latter  years  of  his  life  but  was  ever  ready  to  greet  his 
friends  with  a  warm  and  cheerful  smile. 

High  tributes  were  paid  to  him  in  the  press  and  by  a  host 
of  friends. 

Another  brother,  Alton  Lacy,  was  appointed  Clerk  of  the 
Court  to  succeed  him. 

Ernest  Lacy  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Marion  Qialkley 
Lacy;  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Richard  F.  Burke  III  of  Lynchburg, 
and  Miss  Mirian  Lacy  of  Halifax;  and  another  brother,  James 
T.  Lacy,  Jr.,  of  Tazewell.  He  also  left  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Ken- 
neth C.  Patty  and  Mrs.  Harvey  E.  Jeffreys  of  Chase  City.  His 
son,  Ernest  Lacy,  Jr.,  a  West  Point  graduate  (Captain),  was 
killed  in  World  War  H  in  gallant  action  on  the  Elbe  River,  Ger- 
many, April,  1945. 


HUDSON.     Dr.    William    E.    Hudson,   '95,   widely   knov 
retired  Presbyterian  minister,  died  in  King's  Daughters'  H' 
pital,   Staunton,   X'irginia,  on  January  25,   1954.     He  had  br< 
taken  to  the  hospital   following  a  cerebral  condition  ten  da>  ~ 
prior  to  his  death. 

Dr.  Hudson,  one  of  Hampdcn-Sydney's  most  distinguish 
alumni,  was  born  in  Ceres.  Virginia,  in  1873.  the  son  of  ili' 
late  Thomas  (i.  and  Louisa  Repass  Hudson.  His  early  academii 
training  was  obtained  at  Huffard-Campbell  .Academy  in  Wytln 
ville.  He  later  entered  Hampden-Sydney.  where  he  graduaud 
with  an  A.B.  degree.  In  1898  he  was  graduated  from  LTnimi 
Theological  Setninary.  In  1921  Hampden-.Sydney  conferrod 
upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Two  of  Dr.  Hudson's  principal  contributions  to  an  active, 
alert,  and  consecrated  ministry  were  the  Massanetia  Springs 
Bible  Conference  and  his  later  direction  of  preaching  missions 
in  Virginia  and  in  other  states.  Back  of  these  two  fine 
achievements  was  a  firm  religious  experience  and  background. 
At  the  age  of  twelve  he  felt  the  call  to  the  ministry  and  at 
sixteen  was  taken  under  the  care  of  .Abingdon  Presbytery. 
He  was  ordained  by  Lexington  Presbytery  in  1898  and  his 
first  charge  was  in  Randolph  County,  West  Virginia.  Later 
he  became  an  evangelist  working  for  Kanawha  Presbytery. 
In  1915  Dr.  Hudson  returned  to  I^xington  Presb>-tery  as 
superintendent  of  home  missions  and  religious  education,  with 
headquarters  in  Staunton.  He  held  this  position  until  1941. 
From  1922  to  1947  he  was  manager  and  director  of  the 
Massanetta  Springs  conferences  and  a  director  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Dr.  Hudson  was  moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  \'irginia  in  1942. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Louise  Pallister 
Hubbard  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  a  daughter.  Mrs.  John 
F.  Small,  Jr.,  of  Norfolk;  and  a  brother.  John  Hudson  of 
the  Kecoughtan  Veterans  Hospital. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  Wednesday,  January  27.  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Staunton.  Honorary  pallbearers 
were  members  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  -Augusta  County 
Ministerial  Association,  of  which  groups  Dr.  Hudson  was 
a   member.    Burial   was   in   Thornrose   Cemetery. 

CONVERSE.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Converse,  '03,  seventy-nine 
years  of  age,  died  on  February  3.  19,^4.  in  Harrisonburg,  Vir- 
ginia. He  had  been  in  a  critical  condition  for  several  weeks 
prior  to  his  death. 

Dr.  Converse  was  a  native  of  Louisville.  Kentucky,  but 
had  spent  most  of  his  life  in  Harrisonburg.  Following  gradu- 
ation at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  received  his  degree  in  graduate 
work  at  Johns  Hopkins  L'niversity. 

Dr.  Converse  had  served  as  registrar  and  head  of  the 
mathematics  department  at  Madison  College  for  a  period  of 
twenty  years  prior  to  his  retirement  a  few  years  ago.  Since 
retirement  he  had  been  active  in  local  civic  organizations, 
particularly  in  Boy  Scout  and  Kiwanis  activities.  He  had 
been  engaged  in  writing  and  had  compiled  the  records  of  some 
six  thousand  Rockingham  and  Harrisonburg  men  who  served 
in  World  War  II  in  a  project  for  the  Virginia  History  Com- 
mission. 

G.  Tyler  Miller,  president  of  Madison  College,  paid  this 
tribute  to  Dr.  Converse :  "Throu,gh  the  many  years  of  his 
service  to  Madison  Colle.ee.  Dr.  Converse  gave  unstintedly  of 
his  time  and  energy  in  advising  and  counseling  with  students 
and  faculty  who  recognized  in  him  a  source  of  strength.  His 
associates  tell  me  that  in  whatever  capacity  he  was  called 
upon  to  .serve  he  was  always  ready  to  go   the  second  mile.'" 

Survivors  arc  two  sons,  Henry  A.  Converse,  III,  of  Wash- 
ington, Virginia,  and  John  L.  Converse  of  Urhanna ;  and 
two  sisters,  Misses  Virginia  and  Flavia  Converse  of  Harrison- 
burg. 
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Funeral  services  were  held  in   Emmanuel  Episcopal   Qiurch 

ill  Harrisonburg.    Burial  was  in  Sliockfic  Cemetery,  Richmond. 

SHEPHERD.  George  Jackson  Shepherd,  '13,  died  in  a 
Norfolk  hospital  on  Tuesday,  January  S,  1Q54,  following  a 
brief  illness. 

Mr.  Shepherd  was  a  native  of  Greensville  County,  the  son 
of  the  late  Thomas  J.  and  Mrs.  Frances  Jackson  Shepherd. 

Prior  to  moving  to  Norfolk  to  make  his  home.  Mr.  Shepherd 
was  a  salesman  for  the  Virginia  Electric  and  Power  Company 
in  Petersburg.  He  was  for  a  time  connected  with  the  Leonard 
Hardware  Company  in  Petersburg,  and  for  a  while  was 
associated  with  his  father  in  the  wholesale  lumber  business. 
He  also  operated  a  lumber  mill  of  his  own  at  Gumberry, 
North  Carolina,  with  offices  in  Petersburg.  During  this  period 
he  resided  at  Chester. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Mr.  Shepherd  was  widely  known 
as  a  dealer  co-ordinator  of  the  Virginia  Electric  and  Power 
Company  and  liad  completed  twenty-three  years  of  service  in 
this  field. 


Funeral  services  were  held  on  January  6,  with  interment  in 
Sunset   Memorial    Cemetery,   Chester,   Virginia. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Berrie  Bruce  Shepherd;  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Melville  Bryant  of  Hornsbyville,  and  Mrs.

The  Bengals,  under  the  guidance  of  Claude  Milam

by  their  win  over  VMI  and  their  loss  to  Bridgewater. 


They  finished  the  season  with  a  record  of  1 1  wins  against 
12  losses. 

The  general  feeling  is  that  although  Hampden-Sydney 
did  not  have  a  winner  this  year,  the  players  are  to  be 
congratulated.  In  the  first  place,  Milam  found  himself 
with  a  complete  rebuilding  job  on  his  hands  when  he 
took  over  as  coach  in  November.  On  his  twelve-man 
squad,  si.x  were  freshmen,  and  only  one,  Slaydon,  was 
back  from  last  year's  starting  five. 

The  Presbyterians  found  themselves  starting  three,  and 
on  several  occasions  four,  freshmen  along  with  Slaydon.

After  semester  examinations  the  cagers  rebounded,  and 
behind  Captain  Sla\don,  and  "the  fabulous  four  fresh- 
men" as  they  later  came  to  be  known,  dropped  \Vestern 
Maryland,  Mt.  St.  Mary's,  \'MI,  and  Johns  Hopkins 
in  short  order  before  bowing  to  Richmond  a  second  time 
in  one  of  their  better  games  of  the  season.  After  the 
Richmond  affray,  in  which  he  was  credited  with  22  points, 
Slaydon  was  ranked  as  the  state's  sixth  high  .scorer.  He 
had  a  17.5  per  game  average  at  this  point.  The  Bengals 
then  outscored  Randolph-Macon,  whom  they  had  lost  to 
previously,  split  with  Hridgewater,  dropped  American, 
and  beat  Medical  College  twice. 

From  the  looks  of  the  record,  Hampden-Sydney  did 
not  have  its  best  season  by  any  means,  but  the  fact  re- 
mains that  they  came  from  behind  to  make  a  good  show- 
ing for  themselves,  and  considering  everything  had  a 
better  than  expected  season. 

Looking  to  the  future,  it  is  the  general  consensus  of 
fans  and  sportswriters  around  the  state  that  the  Bengals 
should  be  a  top  contender  in  state  circles  in  a  couple  of 
seasons.

Faced  with  the  problem  of  filling  several  positions, 
and  the  annual  worry  of  thin  pitching  ranks,  Milam 
frankly  admits  that  "at  this  point,  it  looks  as  though  we 
might  be  in  for  a  pretty  dismal  season." 

Milam's  pessimism  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  is  minus 
the  services  of  several  regular  men  on  last  year's  nine 
which  won  eleven  and  dropped  seven.
